G.S.R. 283(E).—Wheieas certain draft rules 
further to amend the Prevention of Food Adultuation 
Rules, 1 955 weie published as requited by Sub-seetioti 
(1) of section 23 of the Pievention of Food Adul¬ 
teration Act, 1 954 (37 of 1954), with the notification 
of Government of India in the Ministry of Health and 
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Family Welfare (Department of Health) No. G.S.R. 
156, dated the 30th January, 1982, published in the 
GazeUe of India. Part If, section 3, sub-scction(i) 
dated the 13th February. 1982 (at pages 463—466) 
inviting objections and suggestions from all the persons 
likely to be affected thereby on or after the expiry of 
ninety day v from, the date on which copies of the 
Gazette of India in which the said notification was 
published were made available to the public ; 

And whereas, ilie copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on the J3lh February, 
3982 and whereas the objections and suggestions 
received from the public on die draft rules have been 
consideled by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in, exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of the section 23 of the said Act 
the Central Government after consultation with the 
Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes 
the following rules, further to amend the Prevention 
of Food: Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely :— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Fourth Amendment) 
Rules, 1983, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette except rule 
4 which shall come into force after a period of 
two years from the date of publication of the 
notification. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 (hereinafter referred, to as the said rules) to 
rule 36, the following proviso shall be added, namely :

1.0 mm”. 

3. To rule 37-A of the said rules, before the Ex¬ 
planation, the following proviso shall be added, 
namely : 

“Provided that the labels of artificial flavouring 
substances may not declare the chemical 
names of flavours u ndcr this rule. In case of 
natural flavouring substances or nature- 
identical flavouring substances, the ccmmon 
name of flavour shall be mentioned on the 
label,” 

4. After rule 48-B of the said rules, the following 
rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

"48-C—Sale of Food Additives The following

"63-A—Antifoaming agents in edible oils and fats:*

and fats for deep fat frying uptoa maximum 
1 i mi t of 10 parts pc r mi 11 ion, ’ * 

Explanation :—For the purpose of this rule, “Anti¬ 
foaming agent means substance 
which retards deteriorative changes 
and foaming height during heating.” 

7. In part XIIT—Flavouring Agenls :— 

(i) Rule 63 to the said rules shall be renumbered 
as rule 63-A, and before rule 63-A as so renumbered, 
the following rule shall be inserted, namely 

“63 -Flavouring agents Flavouring agents 
include flavour substances, flavour exit acts tu 
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flavour preparations, which are capable of 
imparting flavouring properties, namely taste 
or odour or both to food. Flavouring agents 
may be of following three types :— 

(A) Natural Flavours and Natural Flavouring 
Substances : 

‘‘Natural flavours” and “Natural flavouring 
substances’ 1 are flavour prepartions and 
single substance respectively, acceptable 
for human consumption, obtained ex¬ 
clusively by physical processes from 
vegetable, sometimes animal raw ma¬ 
terials either in their natural state or 
processed, for human consumption. 

<B) Nature Identical Flavouring Substances 

Nature-identical flavouring substances are 
substances chemically isolated from 
aromatic iaw mateiials or obtained 
synthetically; they are chemioally identi¬ 
cal to substances present in natural pro¬ 
ducts intended for human consumption, 
either processed or not. 

(C) Artificial Flavouring Substances 

Artificial flavouring substances arc those 
•substances which have not been identified 
m natural products intended for human 
consumption either processed or not.” 

8. After Part XIII of the said rules, the following. 

Part shall be inserted, namely 

“Part XIII A—Carry over of Food Additive 
64—C—Carry over of Food Additives :— 

(1) For the purpose of the standards specified 
in Appendix B, the “Carry Over” prin¬ 
ciple applied to the presence of additives 
such as colours, flavouring agents, anti¬ 
oxidants, anti-caking agents, emulsifying 
and stabilizing agents and preservative 
in food, as a result of the use of raw 
material or other ingredients in which 
these additives were used. The presence 
of contaminants is not covered by this 
purpose. 

(2) The presence of an additive in food 
through the application of the carry 
over principle is admissible in general 
unless otherwise specifically prohibited 
in the rules or in Appendix B provided 
the total additive including the carry over 
through the raw material or other in¬ 
gredients docs not exceed the maximum 
amount so permitted. ”
